The Sierra Madre Com¬ 
munity Nursery School is 
now accepting applications 
for fail enrollment. The 
Nursery School is a parent 
cooperative scliool. It offers 
a two -Dr three day a week 
program for children be¬ 
tween the ages of 2% and .5 
years of age. A five day a 
week program for kinder¬ 
garten is also offered. Chil¬ 
dren have opportunities for 
development in self-e.stcem 
concepts, problem solving as 
those relate to individual or 
group experiences. 

For the fall, there are a 
few openings where parents 
can be involved as parent- 
teachers. Parent - teachers 
participate twice a week 
and receive financial credit 
toward' their child’s nursery 
schfx}! experience' .Most par¬ 
ent - teachers earn enough 
credit to offset any payment.

The questions 
he answers here are ch,o.sen 
from among those received 
daily by his office in calls 
and letters from consumers. 

Q. - - I am in an executive 
position but have been sit¬ 
ting in the same spot for 
several years without get¬ 
ting anyw,here. I have 
talked to a firm which does 
career counseling for execu¬ 
tives. However, they chargt 
a considrahle fee and make 
no guarantees about finding 
employment for their clients. 
Would this be a worthwhile 
investment? 

A. — There are several 
types of firms which offer 
some type of assistance to 
the job-hunting {xecutive. 
They differ widely in the 
services they offer. 

You may wish to submit 
your resume to management 
consultant firms or execu¬ 
tive search firms which are 
employed by companies to 
recruit executives. They may 
call you in when they have 
a suitable position, but they 
will not actively search for 
a position for you. 

Other firms, such a,s the 
one you contacted, offer 
varying degrees of as¬ 
sistance to the executive for 
a fee. They may help you 
with your job search, or they 
may specialize in helping 
fxec.utives make decisions 
about the direction of their 
careers. 

The important thing for 
you to do is to find nut in 
advance exactly what the 
film prf/poses to do for you. 
Mast complaints received by 
the BBB come from client.s 
who expectCid services they 
(lid not receive. 

Ask whetlier the firm 
will contact prospective em¬ 
ployees in your behalf. Some 
do; some do not. Will the 
tilrm prepare and submit 
your resume, or merely ad- 
vi.se you as you do the.se 
ihings. Will it provide a list 
of po.ssible employers in 
your field? If the firm 
stresses (xxunseling and as- 
.sessment of your capabill- 
lies, how are they qualified 
to do this?

Q. — I wrote a song w’nich 
I think could be a hit re¬ 
cord.

I 
would have to borrow the 
money. Shrould I do it? 

A. — This investment is 
not likely to lead to your be¬ 
coming rich and famous 
The firm is not in busine.ss 
to sell your song. It makes 
its money by -selling you 
its recording services. R'j- 
cord promoters usually do 
not ask for an advance fee. 
They will advance the 
money for demonstration re¬ 
cordings and so lorth be- 
caitse they believe a record 
will be a money-maker. 

Q. — Can’t you tell mo 
over the phone whether I 
should spend this money, in¬ 
stead of telling me to check 
this and find out that? The 
salesman says the price is 
going up tomorrow. 

A. — Are you kidding? 
That is one of the oldest 
Tricks around. Take your 
time and know what you 

are buying. 

Q. — I get such wild of¬ 
fers in the mail — “free” 
this, “free” that, "lucky” me, 
and on and on. How can 
people ex,pect to get any¬ 
where with these mailers? 
Doe.sn’t ever^'body know by 
now that there has to be a 
catch somewhere? 

A. — You’d be amazed. 
Some people just cannet be 
deterred from going after 
any chance that they may 
get something for nothing.

Unfortunately, many people 
think "appreciation” is th® 
only way. 

In a long-term stock mar¬ 
ket cycle which might run 
ten years or more, there arc 
periods when one of the.se 
three factors produces more 
re.vults for the investor than 
another. For instance, in the 
1960’s appreciation came fast 
and' ea.sy for investors. Those 
days of wild .appreciation 
are not likely to be back foi 
several years.

The principle of in¬ 
vestment regularly over a 
long period of time is de¬ 
signed to provide "accumu¬ 
lation” of wealth. The rein¬

Many people will tell you 
the smart thing to do in 
times like the present is not 
to inve.st at'all, to bold cash, 
to put your money in art 
or pigs or some other 
"thing” or even to sell short. 
Those procedures ma5' work 
well for a very few indivi¬ 
duals who are bote very 
knowledgeable in special¬ 
ized fields and very fast of 
foot. They require a series 
of successful decisions that 
lew people are qualified to 
make.

The most recent Gallup poll on public rating of the 
jobs being done by Congress and_^ President Nixon does 
not reflect the Mitchell ■ Stans acquittal nor the Presi¬ 
dent’s submission on tape transcripts. Even without that, 
the poll doesn’t read well at all for the legislative branch. 

Less than one third of all voters, 30 per cent, ap¬ 
prove of the way Congress is handling its job. President 
Nixon’s rating equals his all-time low of 25 per cent. 

Obviously, more Republicans (56 per cent) low grade 
Congress, than do Democrats (38 per cent). What is most 
significant, however, is the rating among independents. 

According to Gallup, the independents went pretty 
much along with the Republicans in regard to Congress. 
An equal 56 per cent dsiapproved, and only 27 per cent 
approved, compared with the GOP figure of 23 per cent. 

That independent rating of Congres is especially 
meaningful since this is a Congressional election year, 
for independents have been a major factor in national 
elections for some time,

The People Must Know 

There is no doubt the majority of loss than 50 per 
cent of eligible voters in California want more inflation, 
higher taxation and higher rents.

The United Organizations of Taxpayers Inc., under 
what appears to have been a mistaken impression that 
people wanted lower taxes, worked very hard to get the 
people to vote that way, but as it turned out were only 
able to win the $225 million school bond issue. Fortunately 
for the people who want more and higher taxes, this same 
bond issue will likely be on the ballot again in November.

Tax Puzzle 

Everyone who tried to he a good citizen and report 
his income tax estimates accurately is poignantly aware 
that he process is not the easiest in the world. So is the 
Internal Revenue Service. 

IRS made some simplifications in the 1973 form which 
helped, but probably no subject as complex as taxation 
in those days will ever be reducible to an a-b-c simpli¬ 
city. Just how perplexing even the revised forms could be. 
was, according to the Wall Street Journal, demonstrated 
by the Tax Reform Research Group. 

TRRG sent the same simulated tax situation to 22 
IRS offices from coast to coast for computation. All but 
one office decided the hypothetical family of three had 
a refund coming, but the amounts ranged widely. Over¬ 
all, the estimates ranged from a New York office’s theo¬ 
retical refund of $811.96 to an Oregon finding that there 
was $52.14 due the government.
